The following comments are submitted in response to the Examiner's Reasons For 
Allowance dated September 2, 2008 in connection with the above-identified application. 

In the paragraph numbered as "6" of the Examiner's Reasons for Allowance, the 
Examiner states as follows: 

Pasquier differs from the present invention in that the present invention 
comprises a cycloolefm (A) which is not ring-opened polymerized and a 
metathesis polymerization catalyst, (D), The present invention further 
comprises a polymer composition which has been polymerized already and 
the term "polymerization composition" denotes a composition that has not 
been polymerization even though a metathesis catalyst is part of the 
composition. (Emphasis added). 
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Applicants believe that the Examiner misspoke in the last sentence. It appears that the 
Examiner meant to state as follows: 

...the term "polymerizable composition" denotes a composition that has not 
been [polymerized]... even though a metathesis catalyst is part of the 
composition. (Emphasis added). 

Furthermore, Applicants emphasize that it is the claims which define the patentable 
subject matter, not the comments of the Examiner.
